The present law favors 
wealthy amateurs, connoisseurs and collectors, and does not favor 
living American artist? or people of moderate means. By placing 
a tax on contemporary art it tends to make art the hobby or pos- 
session of the rich and so deprives people of moderate means of 
the pleasure and satisfaction of acquiring or studying such art 
for themselves." 


What the United States purposes to do is to raise the age at 


which works of art may enter the country duty free, from 
twenty to fifty years. The art-lover who is not a Croesus is still 
further hampered. He cannot bring .the work of a living master 
in duty frw until it haa h<?rr>rpo tnn valuable for Tiirn fo hyv. This 
usually means that he cannot buy it at all. 


Here in California the loss through this governmental policy 


Is peculiarly apparent. Here, with an art-worshiping population,
